Medical Martyrs Swallow Yards 
Of Rubber to Test New Drug 



Investigations into, the effect of 
new drugs on such diseases u di(d> 
denal ulcers have been' greatly 
aided by' thirty. - two' McGlll 
medical students. These were will- 
ing to swallow long rubber tubes 
and sit around with one end of the 
tube inside them and the other out- 
side for several hours. 

The trial drug, banthlne, was fed 
t(^ the/patient through' the tube, 
and at various times samples of , the 
current stomach fluid were taken 
out, again through the tube, and 
analyzed to determine the changes 
over the interval. In some cases 
the tubes were left in for as long as 
two hours. . , 

This description was given in an 
address to the clinical convention 
of the. Montreal Medlco-chirurgicai

■ "1 can find no words to express 
the feelings of sorrow which are 
being expej-lenced here'at the uni- 
versity today,", said Dr. A. W. 
Truemen, President of the Univer- 
«Ityj!o^cw. Brunswick, in speaking 
of 'the general sorrow at the univer- 
sity following drowning of two 
U.N.B. professors, In a canoe acci- 
dent yeslerd.ny. 

Drowned .were Hassir Videto, 35, 
Berwick. N.S., and Graham Hadlcy, 
35, Frcdcriclon, both associate pro- 
fessors of forestry,. Professors Louis 
Seheult and Edgar Roberts survived 
the tragic duck-hunting expedition. 

The men had been paddling from 
calm waters to their hunting area 
in the early morning darkness when 
Ihcy struck a turbulent stretch 
of currents during windy, rainy 
weather. The canoe overturned near 
the Junction, of the St. John and 
Oromocto Rivers:

He 
Mra^liat. this and other research 
had indicated that the drug had po- 
tentialities, biit warned of its. dan- 
gers when used by doctors not fam- 
iliar with its properties. 

The' research 'showed that the 
driig might prove useful when 
other types of 'treatment were . un- 
successful,' and- tite dnig also show- 
ed promise when used in conjunc- 
tion with other methods. 

Other medical, advances noted at 
the sociètyjjïîmeetings included 're- 
cent Iniproveiiicnts in methods en- 
abling surgeons to remove the 
whole stomach,, and even, in some 
cases, the. large bowel. It waa also 
pointed out that in dingnoais of 
stomach ailments the pallenfis ha- 
bits had to be taken into account. 
Businessmen and other white col- 
lar workers arc more likely to have 
an ulcer than stomach cancer, aiid. 
conversely, farmers and manual 
workers in general are mbre prorfe 
to cancer than to ulcers.

It is the duty of in- 
dustry to give all the atsislance it 
can to the maintenance of research 
in the universities, ho said.

H There, is no doubt thàt Lazuré's ideas have not 
id a wide sympathy among Canadian students, 
view was that It ieemed worth taking anolhèr 
cifii at co-opèratlon with, the I.U.S. To this end 
he proposed that N.F.C.U.S. co-sponsor a meeting 
between the I.U.S. and western unions to talk the 
mattèr ovtr.

He added quite forcefully: "This must be, our 
last try with the I.U.S. If we feel that It is impos- 
•Ible to deal with Uiem, we should go on and form 
^ new Western Union." 

The conference «greed^with him. in everything 
txcept the Idea of acting as a co-sponsor, j^i^ 
they agreed reluctantly. Dtiegates were spilt on' 
the issue. Some of them fSj^^i.u.S. was ràis- 
ing false hopes in the westeVnMintons for a truly 
reformed and democrttic I.U.S. They expressed 
weariness with the cat and mouse game that the 
LU S. and the western unions, Including N.F.C.U.S., 
have been playing since the end of the war. They 
ftlt that all this new coneiiialory altitude meant 



was another attempt by the I.U.S. to prevent the 
western unions from organizing a strong, counter- 
acting union ot their own. 

But in the interests of world student co-opera- 
tlori, they agreed with Lazure to try again with 

I.U.S.;, ;.;;-- i, ■■ , :i_>r::v'"- - ' 

Lazure and his report were the two most con- 
troversial factors at the conference. He wanted to 
be president but he didn't have a chance. Even 
his own university (Montreal) didn't support him. 

There wêre two reasons for this. First, the 
conference was afraid of Dénis Lazure, his id«as— 
and his motives. They wanted to know what his 
lame was. what lay behind his thinking. They 
questioned him mlnute|y||t^èYery turn. 

It was so bad that Wpfefaces his report on the 
V . Beriin Peace Festival and the Warsaw ÏVS. Exëcu- 
''M.tly«:méétln«iwllh these words: "I am not a Com- 

r-^, leaving my studies to go Into 

polltlca?^"-'-*^^; 

Lazure had attended these, events alone, and 
because of thl.< he asked the conference to accept 
his report in the .sincere jpirit In which It was 
offered. "I feel I must state the facU as best I 
can," he said. 

Reason number two Is an Important one, though 
outwardly simple. He did too good a job. His con- 
tails throuihout the world' were wide. He had gone 
to loo many conferences. His Ideas were, fo the 
delegates, more his Ideas than N.F.C.U.S. idcis. 
He had nitnagcd, through pcrs'onal effort, to make 
the International Affairs Commission important. 
And many delegates didn't like it. They wanted 
national acUvltlej stressed, to show the Can^dU^i 
student he was getting something for Mf môney. 
They didn't manage to do much abàut nati^pal 
Ijprogram at thé conference. But they at|U dt*tru(ted 
international work. 

At best it wis an uncompromising attitude. 

Though the conference, accepted many of his 
proposals, the délégalts never once relaxed Iheir 
dUtrust ot. Lazure himself. This fiarcd up when 
it came to electing offlcèrs. He was kepi out by a 
shabby display of tactical political mahotuvréi.
